At that time Supervisor Pashoff 
presnted the check. 

Pashoff said that effective Aug. 1, 
Venice Township will no longer be 
Tesponsible for payment of fires in 
Eagle Park Acres, 

He said that Eddie Salmond told him 
they were getting a fire truck and would 
handle their own fires. 

A discussion followed’ when’ Alder- 
man John Erwin, chairman of the 
aldermanic fire committee, asked 
about approximatly $3,450 believed to 
be still owed the city by the townshi 

Supervisor Pashoff said he thought 
the fires in question were not in Venice 
Township, but were in Nameoki 
Township. 

{ter comparing notes it was decided 
tl a they could meet at a later date and 


check exactly the location of the fires in 
‘question. 

The problem of the overdue payment 
was first brought out in Decembér 1980 
and payment was promised within six 
months, 

When payment was not made as 
agreed tempers began to flare on the 
Venice city council 

It was contended by Pashoff that in 
most cases the township was never paid 
by persons having fires, primarily in 
Eagle Park Acres. 

The Venice fire department also 
covers the: Tri-City Regional Port 
District and the Benjamin Addition 
which, according to Pashoff, have 
always made payment for fires 
covered. ‘ 

After the township officials left an 
informal meeting was held to review 
the 1981-82 city budget. ‘ 

Because of financial problems that 
have beset the ‘city for the last year, 
Venice is proposing a new tentative 
budget of $1,301,386, an increase of only 
$26,275 over that of last year. 

‘The question was raised as to why the 
salary.of Mrs. Roseann Koelker, 
comptroller, was increased from 
$10,200 to $16,492, when there were no 
other raises in the new budget. 

“Mrs. Koelker has been serving as 
acting; comptroller and doing an out- 
standing job. She has been here some 
time on an underpaid basis,” Mayor 
‘Echols said.

Local realtors want much of Madison - 


Avenue, Pontoon Road and Johnson 
Road zoned for commercial use while 
many of the residents of those streets 
want them to remain residential.

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GC lays off 18 in four departments — 


Eighteen Granite City employees 
were laid off at the end of their shifts 
yesterday and additional layoffs are 
anticipated when 
litigation is settled, city officials have 
indicated. A shortage of. funds ap- 
proaching $1 million before new tax 
revenues will be received is cited as the 
reason for the cuts, which were ordered 
by Mayor Paul Schuler and by the city 
council, 

The mayor's office notified 18 em- 
ployees Monday that they were to be 
laid off at the end of their shifts Wed- 
nesday. With police Patrolman Ed 
Wiesehan’s announcement that he is 
going on disability, the reduction in the 
city’s work force grew to 19, including 
eight in the police department, six in 
the street department, four in the\in- 
spection department and two in the air* 
pollution control department. 

Bitterness was being expressed 
Wednesday by many of the employees 
who blamed the city administration and 
city council for poor fiscal planning, 
contending that their unions had 
negotiated their salaries and that the 
city should have the money available it 
agreed to pay. 

In addition to the layoffs, the salaries 
of all city employees have been rolled 
back to the April 30 level, eliminating 
negotiated raises which took effect May. 
1. The first checks as the lower level 
were distributed to employees 
yesterday : 

Unions representing: the police, 
firemen and clerks and secretaries 


have sought a hearing on petitions for

A hearing on the petitions was to be 
held at 3 p.m.

Venice trims Lincoln-Tech schedule

Operations at  Venice-Lincoln 
Technical Center were cutback to a 
nine-month program in action taken 
Monday night by the Venice Board of 
Education, : 

The adult vocational-educational 
school is financed with federal and 
state funds and administered by the 
Venice School District. 

For ‘most of the 14 years since the 
center was established, as part of a 
district-wide desegaration, effort in 
Venice, the school has operated on an 
11-month schedule. : 

Last year, some programs were 
reduced to 10 months from the normal 
11-menth schedule, according to Venice 
Superintendent of Schools Robert N. 
Vickers. 

The center will start its 1981-82 school 
year on Aug. 24,-conforming to the 
same dates’ as the Venice public 
schools, Supt. Vickers said. 

Three programs—auto mechanics, 
welding and machine shop—will start 


Aug. 3 and may continue to run for 10 
months, it was learned. 

The remaining classes will extend for 
nine months, probably on a staggered 
basis, with some courses offered from 
October through June. The center will 
be closed in July. 

The cutback in programs primarily 
resulis from reduced funding for the 
center, which is expected to get about 
80 percent of the operating funds 


-received last year. 


Teachers employed at Venice- 
Lincoln will be required to sign an 
agreement to conform to the nine- 
month employment schedule, Supt. 
Vickers said. 

Whether or not the schedule can be 
revised at a later date will depend on 
the amount of funding available, the 
administrator added. 

At the June 29 meeting of the board, it 
was announced the district had lost all 
funds allocated through the Title VI 
program, which amounted to $157,497 in 
the 1980-81 fiscal year.

Firefighting equipment from all 
three Granite City engine companies 
responded to a blaze at Earl’s sporting 
goods store, 19th Street and Cleveland 
Blvd. at 5:40 a.m.

The garden pepper, often 
mistakenly called mango, is 
unrelated to the spice pepper 
plant producing the black 
and white pepper of com- 
merce. The mango is a 
tropical fruit unrelated to 
either type of pepper. 
Peppers grown in various 
parts of the world are used 
for making such products as 
paprika, hot pepper sauces, 
Rickles, stuffed olives and 
cheese products. 

One of the principal 
problems of growing peppers 
is that of obtaining good fruit 
set, the problem being more 
Pronounced during some 
seasons than in others. 
Successful pepper 
production in the home 
garden depends upon at- 
tention to a number of 
cultural details. 

As peppers are of tropical 
origin, plants thrive best 
when temperatures are 
warm. The plants are very 
sensitive to cold and thus 
planting must be delayed 
until the danger of frost is 
past in the spring. Ideal 
temperatures are 70-80 
degrees F. during the day 
and 60-70 degreés F. at night. 
At extremely high tem- 
peratures (90 degrees F. or 
above), blossom dropping 
usually results. 

Peppers set at tem- 
peratures above 80 degrees 
F. may be small and poorly 
shaped due to heat injury to 


the blossoms. Temperatures.’ 


below 60 degrees F. at night 
will increase blossom drop, 
A shortage of available 
water at bloom time can 
result in- blossom drop or 
failure to set fruit. Usually 
the plants set satisfactory 
crops when temperatures 
are between 65-80 degrees F. 
and the soil is well supplied 
with moisture. Avoid a 
soggy, waterlogged soil 
condition when growing 
pepper plants. : 

Pepper plants grow best in 
warm, well drained soils of 
moderate fertility and good 
tilth, The plants are not 
particularly sensitive to soil 
acidity, but best results with 
the crop are obtained in the 
pH 5.86.8 range. . 

Peppers are normally 
established by using tran- 
splants rather than by direct 
seeding. Planting must be 
made after the danger if 
frost has past. Stocky, sturdy 
plants. should be tran- 
splanted into a well prepared 
fertile soil.

‘Human error’ blamed | 
in GC Steel accident 


Human error is being 
blamed for the explosion last 
week at Granite City Steel 
which caused serious burns 
to three Collinsville’ men 
employed in the plant’s 
caster section there, 

Carl Baczenas, public 
relations director for the 
company, said an in- 
vestigation of the incident 
has revealed that slag, in- 
stead of steel, was allowed 
into the mold section of the 
caster by mistake. The 
mistake, he said, was caused 
by the operating crew. 

The burn victims are 
Nicholas Novosel, 26, of the 
600 . block of Keebler; 
Richard Bickel, 32, of the 700 
block of LaSalle Avenue; 
and Burleigh Hawk, 44, of 
the first block of Knoll. 

St. John’s Mercy Medical 
Center in Creve Coeur this 
morning listed Bickel and

Bickel was burned over 95 
percent of his body, Novosel, 
75 percent and Hawk, 50 
percent.

Tax rollbacks are 
signed into law 


James R. 
Thompson announced 
Wednesday that he has 
signed into law two tax relief 
rollback measures on pur- 
chases of manufacturing and 
farm machinery and 
équipment. 

“Approval of these 
deferrals will go a long way 
toward keeping .the state 
budget balanced,” Thomp- 
son said.

The bill defers that date 
to Sept. 1; 1982. The 
legislation was sponsored by 
Sen.

Approval ‘of the measure 
will reduce the revenue loss 
associated with the tax relief 
program to. $24 million, 
saving, the state $19 million 
in tax revenue. 

Senate Bill 636 would roll 
back the business purchase 
sales tax relief to the level 
that was in effect from Jan.

thereby deferring a’ 100 
percent sales tax break for 
one year, until Jan. 1, 1985.

realtors, concerned about the possible 
effects of the new ordinance on future 
Growth in the city. 
Attorney Phillip. A. Theis, 
representing the Granite City Board of 
Realtors, read a prepared statement in 
which he questions several of the 
Provisions of the ordinance. He said 
that adoption of a new zoning ordinance 
“ds not something that should be done 


,- Without prior intensive study by those 


who are most familiar with present 
. Problems, conditions and future trends. 

“As Ray Kaegel, president of the 
Board of Realtors, expressed’ in last 
night’s (Monday’s) edition of the 
Granite City Press-Record, the board 
has previously indicated that the 
(board) wishes to be given ample op- 
portunity to study the proposed or- 
dinance and map and to submit its 
written recommendations to the city 
Council before the ordinance is sub- 
Mitted for passage. We have had less 
than one week in which to study this 
matter. The'board does not wish to take 
@ negative position, but there are 
Several aspects to the proposed or- 
dinance- which we feel need further 
‘Study. Some of these'were touched upon 
in last -night’s (Monday) newspaper 
‘article,"’ Theis said. 

He contended that the proposed or- 
inance is ‘excessively restrictive with 
fespect, primarily, to the creation of 
commercial zones. No recognition is 
given to the.future growth of a number 
of presently existing areas of the city, 
which presently are in commercial 
use.”’ Examples were Madison Avenue 
between 24th and 29th streets, the north 
side of Jotinson Road from Nameoki 
Road to Edgewood Avenue, and Pon- 


toon Road from Franklin Avenue to * 


Johnson Road. 

“We belive that sizeable, authorized 
and existing commercial areas should 
be given commercial classification, 
father than restrictive residential 
classification, as shown on the proposed 
zoning. map. Such. commercial 
classification should be 
given...automatically upon demand 
‘and without cost to the owners,” he 
contended. 

“Existing restrictive covenants 
ereated by subdivision developers in 
the past have created choke holds on 
many residential areas which were 
very appropriate in the past, but have 
“tfectively prevented more beneficial, 


“commercial usage in recent years, due 


to neighborhood decline, changes ‘in 
traffic patterns, etc. 

“We are also concerned about the 
proposed restrictions on the recon- 


“ struction of damaged improvements in 


nonconforming «se structures. A, store 
owner should not be put out of business 
because of a storm Or fire loss,” Theis 
continued. 

The nonconforming use 
¢lassification, which serves as a 
“grandfather clause,” stipulates that 
Structures already in use for any 
Purpose may not be put out of business 
or forced to change by any new zoning 
ordinance. 

Morgan said that most of | the 
telephone calls he has received have 
been from, businessmen concerned that

their businésses could not’ be sold 
commercially when they are vacated. 
He pledged, ‘‘Anything that’s there now 
can still remain a business.” 

A study of the proposed ordinance 
supports Morgan's statement. It says, 
“If no structural alterations are made, 
a nonconforming use of a building may 
be changed to another nonconforming 
use of the same or more restricted 
classification.” 

However, according to the ordinance, 
if use of a nonconforming building or 
Property is discontinued for 12 con- 
secutive months or, for buildings, 18 
months during any three-year period, 
the building or property will fall into the 
zoning classification shown on the new 
zoning map. 

Realtor Francis Judd said he objects 
toa provision of the proposed ordinance 
which would give an appointed ‘zoning 
administrator” the power to determine 
whether a nonconforming building 
damaged by fire or severe weather 
should be rebuilt under the same 
zoning. The proposed ordinance calls 
for the administrator to determine if 
repairs to the building will exceed half 
the value of that building before the 
Toss. 

If the repairs will cost less than 50 
percent of the building's -value, the 
administrator is to allow it to be rebuilt 
under its nonconforming zoning, but if 
the repairs exceed 50 percent of the 
value, then the zoning administrator is 
to reclassify the property into the 
zoning category on the new map. 

“The new ordinance places it in the 
hands of a czar to tell me whether I can 
reconstruct that building. I find that 
interesting,’ Judd said. 

Morgan responded, “Look at the 
intent. If a building burns down, the 
insurance company will require two 
bids, then will pay to rebuild the same 
type of building. If a businessman is 
about to retire, he might just put a 
quonset hut up and pocket the rest of 
the money and the neighborliood would 
be left with a quonset hut. 

“They (building owners) can’t collect 
all the money off a building and put a 
shack up there,’’ Morgan stated, ad- 
ding, ‘‘The administrator is the same as 
in the old ordinance. He would just have 
a new name. We have called him the 
building inspector. Now we would call 
him the zoning administrator.” 

City-Engineer Monfoe Brewer noted 
that the provision of determining if 
repairs exceed 50 percent of the 
building’s value currently is contained 
in the city’s condemnation ordinance. 
He said it is in use and anyone unhappy 
with its application can appeal the 
ruling ‘of the buildirig inspector to a 
three-member board. 

Wobbe noted that the zoning ad- 
ministrator would be appointed by the 
mayor with the approval of the city 
council. “‘He definitely would not be a 
czar and would be answerable to the 
council."” 

After the meeting, one realtor said he 
is’ afraid that such an administrator 
“could make things easy for.friends of 
the mayor and the group in power and 


make it difficult for those in the other 
faction.” 

Judd also objected to minimum lot 
sizes and other requirements necessary 
to achieve new commercial zoning. 
“Suppose one of us wanted ’to-establish 
a little business and none of us is in the 
Position to pay the shocking square feet 
rentals that the shopping centers ask 
today. Does this ordinance provide an 
escape hatch for the poor little guy. 

“I feel that a small proprietor should 
have more than one choice of location if 
he can’t pay the $11 a square foot rate in 
a shopping center,” Judd'added. ' 

Morgan said the ordinance provides 
“tan escape valve’’ in the form of more 
commercial zoning categories. He said 
that in the past, the Plan Commission 
has recommended denial of many 
zoning changes, simply because they 
did not want to rezone a property for a 
small business and watch it someday 
become a service station or hamburger. 
stand. ie 

Wobbe added, ‘You have to establish 
classifications that will satisfy. the 
neighborhood.” 

Theis contended that the requirement 
of a’ minimum of one acre of land 
necessary to obtain commercial zoning 
would be prohibitive to some 
businesses. ‘Say a little key shop would 
not be able to meet the requirement of 
one acre of land. He’s shut out. It’s the 
little guy that gets hurt the most.” 

Wobbe said the proposed ordinance, 
“is not carved in stone. It can be 
changed,” and said such suggestions 
are the reason that the public hearing 
was being held. 

Asked why the proposed ordinance 
has no schedule of fees for zoning in- 
spections, certificates of zoning 
compliance or other costs, Wobbe 
responded, “It provides for the city 
council to identify a fee schedule.” 

He said that if a fee schedule was 
adopted as part of the ordinance, it 
would require public notices and 
hearings and specific, waiting periods 
before the aldermen could increase the 
fees or change them. ‘That is an 
awfully ‘time-consuming process if the 
council"found it necessary to raise a 
permit by: $5.”” 

Neither Wobbe nor Morgan answered 
a question of whether the city council 


could impose a heavy fee schedule on - 


the same night that it passed the or- 
dinance, without - giving the public a 
chance to respond. 

Realtor Carl Hoffman contended the 
new ordinance will allow the city ad- 
ministration to keep the power it 
presently has and objected on the basis 
of some of the rezoning request denied 
in the past, “It’s political pressure,” 
Hoffman alleged. He said the denial of a 
permit for a doctor’s office on Madison 
Avenue across from Hoffman's office 
was “the biggest miscarriage of justice 
I ever saw,” since the office would not 
have created problems for the neigh- 
borhood. 

Morgan said the Plan Commission 
voted against that office because it had 
inadequate space for parking for the 
doctor’s employees and customers and 
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because the neighbors objected. 

He said the Plan Commission also 
shyed' away from,special use permits 
because they were being used to in- 
fringe on residential areas and “‘it got 
completely out of hand.” He called 
commercialization of residential neigh- 
borhoods ‘‘a creeping paralysis.” 

He noted that the new zoning or- 
dinance does not allow the issuance of 
special use permits for circumventing 


zoning changes. Wobbe was specifically” 


instructed in preparing the new or- 
dinance to disallow special use permits 
since they forced the Plan Commission 
to decide whether or not they should be 
granted and brought too much criticism 
on the commission members. 

Discussion on possible com- 
mercialization of Madison Avenue from 
24th to 29th Streets brought an angry 
reaction from one resident of the 2500 
block of Madison Avenue who said he 
has lived there for 27 years and has 
fought to keep the area residential: He 
contended that 90 percent of the 
property in those five blocks is 
residential. 

“People are still raising their 
children on Madison Avenue and there 
are plenty of other areas of the city to

councils. However, the base salary for

The mayor pointed out that he wished 
there was money to grant raises to all 
city employees.

He added, ‘‘As far as zoning the whole 
thing commercial, 90 percent of us 
there are going to lose our shirts on our 
property.” 

Hoffman disagreed, saying that 
rezoning Madison Avenue for com- 
mercial use will increase the property 
values. The audience was divided on 
the issue. * 

Both the resident and Hoffman 
suggested that a survey be taken of the 
owners of property in those five blocks 
to determine if they wish the property 
to remain residential or commercial.

‘ A further astonishing 
overy was made:. the 
farther away a. galaxy is 
from the earth, the more 
rapidly it is receding from 
us. In other words, a galaxy 
10-million light years away 
would be moving from us at 
a given velocity, but another 
galaxy 50-million light years 
‘away would be moving from 
us at a much higher velocity. 
Furthermore, a galaxy at 
200-million light years away

Astronomers soon realized‘ 


that this “flying apart” of 
the universe could be. ex- 
plained. if it were assumed 
that a stupendous explosion 
took place at a central point 
and flung matter outward in 
all directions. This concept 
was labelled -the ‘Big 
Bang.” ? 

Interestingly, if this 
concept were true, then the 
age of the universe could be 
estimated.

By means of 
calculations, -the time 
needed for these galaxies to 
leave a point of common 
origin was found to be about 
15 billion years, 

About 30 years ago, 
theoreticians deduced that a 
direct consequence of the 
Big Bang would be: the 
presence of a uniform 
background radiation that 
would completely permeate 
the entire universe. 
However, at that time, the 
equipment for obtaining 
such a measurement was not 
available. 

About 15 years ago, this 
background radiation: idea 
was reexamined. 
Calculations were made of 
the wavelength and intensity

measurements of this 
background radiation were 
obtained.

It was 
everywhere, and was the 
predicted’ background 
radiation generated by the 
Big Bang. This profoundly 
enhanced the possible 
validity of the Big Bang 
concept.‘ 

Recently, further 
refinements in the 
measurements showed a 
very slight red shift region, 
and. in exactly the opposite 
direction, a blue shift region. 
This perturbation, in the 
uniform background 
radiation gives the direction 
in ‘which our galaxy was 
hurled with respect to the 
rest of the unvierse: We are 
moving toward the part of 
the sky called the . con- 
stellation Leo, the blue 
shifted region, and are 
moving away from the 
constellaion Aquarius, the 
red shifted region. This 
provides another  con- 
firmation of the Big Bang 
concept. 

But like so many 
discoveries, it simply moves 
-the unknown farther back 
from us. We are left with 
some nagging questions. 
How did all the primordial 
‘matter originate? Why did it

Exhibiting vegetables at the fair

Gardeners can earn honor 
and maybe some spending 
money by exhibiting prize- 
winning vegetables at 
County and other fairs. They 
can also experience’ the 
challenge of competition and 
the friendliness of other 
gardeners, 

Before planning exhibits 
and harvesting crops, get a 
copy: of the fair book or 
premium list so that 
available categories can be 
studied. There are variations 
between fairs, so read all the 
rules, Pay special attention 
to time for making entries as 
well as the quantities and 
size specified for each 


display. 


Vegetables in any display. 


should be at their peak of 
maturity and quality at the 
time of judging. Sometimes 
it is difficult to have 
vegetables at the prime state 
when the fair is held. Crops 
that mature early can 
sometimes be 
Picking them ‘slightly im- 
mature and placing them in 
good storage conditions until 
a day ot two before fair time. 

Other crops should be 
picked at optimum maturity 
and may: require’ some 
refrigeration for best 
storage. Immediately after 
harvest, vegetables such as 
tomato, pepper, beans, 
carrots, cucumber and 
cantaloupe ' should be 
refrigerated. But place them 
in the vegetable crisper or a

When selecting vegetables 
for exhibition, remember 
that there are several points 
a judge considers for all 
types of vegetables. These 
are quality, condition, 
uniformity and whether the 
entry is typical of its variety. 

Quality refers to the best 
and prime eating condition 
of any vegetable. Quality 
also means the best color 
development, shape, texture 
and size. The largest size 
does not necessarily mean 
the best quality § and 
therefore does not guarantee 
a prize. 

Condition also is im- 
portant. It is an indication of 
how the crop has been 
handled and grown. Crops

should be free of dirt, cuts 
and bruises, as well as insect 
or disease damage. Also, 
they should be free of any 
waxes and residues of 
treatments that -may have 
been used for insect or 
disease control. 

Uniformity is evident and 
an important consideration 
in judging. Each specimen 
on a plate and. each 
vegetable within a display 
should be of similar’ size, 
color, maturity and shape. 
The ability to produce a 
uniform crop is a measure of 
cultural ability.

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Army will bear cost in pump 
blast: estimated at $30,000 


An Army investigation 
report into ‘the hydraulic 
failure that disabled the 
Granite City Sewage 
Treatment Plant Lift 
Station, June 22 cites 

. €quipment failure combined 
with operator error. 

The pump plant, which is 
located on the Army’s St. 
Louis Area Support Center 
(SLASC) and operated by 
the Army pumps 
wastewater Pads the Granite 
City’s treatment plant into 
the Mississippi River when 
the river rises above the 22 

* foot mark. .Normally the 
river is below that mark and 
the treated wastewater. is 
@ravity fed into ¢he water- 
way. 

However, on June 22 the 
Mississippi had reached the 
25.8 foot mark as measured 
at Eads Bridge and- the 
wastewater was being 
pumped out of the treatment 
plant, Earlier one of the two 
sluce gates had malfunc- 
tioned, and at the time of the 
accident’ personnel were 
searching for the cause of 
the problem, believing that 


possibly an interlock on one 
gate was causing ve other to 
fail. 

While searching -for the 
cause, pump house workers 
lowered ‘the second sluice 


gate in an effor to correct the * 


problem. This procedure 
requires approximately 15 
minutes: to either fully close 
or open the gate electrically 
and nearly four “hours 
manually, the report shows. 

With one gate closed and 
inoperative and the other 
gate about three quarters 
closed, one of the five pumps 
automatically started 
because of the build up of 
water from the Mississippi 


- river in a water holding area 


under the pump house, In an 
effort to speed up the process 
of getting this water back to 
the river, a second pump and 
then a third pump was 
started, nearly 
simultaneously. 

With the operable sluice 
gate nearly closed and three 
high pressure pumps 
operating, there was no 
place ‘for water to go. 
Without a built-in automatic 


safety system to shut down 
the pumps and relieve the 
back pressure, a one-half 
inch 2 foot by 7.6 foot steel 
access door to the well area 
under the pump house, was 
blown off its mountings by 


“the pressure. and hurled 


against the ceiling. 


Very quickly the pump 
house was flooded by a four 
foot wall of water and the 
electrical equipment 
disabled eliminating the 
means to discharge the 
treated water into the river. 


Twenty four hours later, 
except for physical damage 
to the building, the pump 
house equipment .had been 
replaced or repaired and 
was operating normally. Lt 
Co. Chester D, Tutor, the 
SLASC Commander, was on 
the scene of the mishap 
within minutes after: the 
problem developed and 
under his direction and the 
cooperation of Granite City’s 
officials and others what 
could have become a serious 
problem was averted, ac- 
cording to the report.

FLUSHING HYDRANTS 

The Mitchell Public Water 
District is notifying residents 
of the district that they will 
be flushing ‘fire hydrants 
next. Tuesday “and Wed- 
nesday. Residents may with 
to bottle some water or make 
other preparations, in case 
the flushing produces small 
amounts of rust in the 
drinking water. 
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When the pump house 
equipment was disabled, 
Granite City’s incoming 
untreated sewage had no 
place to go. The city’s storm 
water pumps were used to 
divert this sewage into a 
nearby six million gallon 
treatment tank. The rate of 
flow into this holding tank 
indicated it would overflow 
within a few hours spilling 
untreated sewage in the 
surrounding area. 

The Granite City and Long 
Lake Volunteer Fire Com- 
panies Pumpers were unable 
to keep up with the incoming 
flow. Three portable 6,000 
gallon per minyte pumps 
were secured and placed into 
operation. Using these 
pumps plus an agreement 
with. the Illinois-American 
Water Company to divert its 
300,000 to 500,000 gallons of 
water a day from the City’s 
sewage system +o their 
holding area were enought to 
eliminate ‘the overflow 
problem. 

Once the pump ‘house 
equipment was dried 
replaced and tested, it was 
returned to normal service 
and the portable pumping 
equipment shut down. 

It is estimated that the 
mishap caused about $30,000 
damage. This includes 
damage to the pump house 
structure, rental of com- 
mercial . pumps. and _ elec. 
trical equipment repairs and 
replacement. According to 
Lt. Col. Tutor the current 
costs and expense to inspect 
the pumping system will be 
borne by the Army.

Dr. Leroy Biehl, 
University of Illinois 
veterinarian, reports that 
Pseudorabies in swine 
continue to be a major 
problem. for Midwestern 
pork producers. One hun- 
dred thirty-one new cases 
were diagnosed in Illinois 
‘last year. Iowa leads the 
nation with 534 new cases. 

Swine producers should 
take steps to keep the 
problem under control. 

When new additions to the 
herd are brought on the 
farm, they should be placed 
in a separate building. They 
need to be isolated from all 
other animals for 30 days 
then retested. This isolation 
and retesting procedure 
should include all animals 
that have been exhibited at 
fairs, 

Producers with farrow, to 
finish operations should not 
purchase feeder pigs. Even 
in a feeder pig operation, 
hogs should be quarantined 
from cattle and sheep to 
prevent the spread of 
Pseudorabies to other 
species. 

The pork producer should 


take special ‘precautions 
when returning home from 
visiting a fair, .a sale barn, a 
terminal market or another 
producers -farih. They 
shouldn't walk through our 
near their own operation 
without changing clothes and 
shoes. In fact, producers 
should keep all human and 
animal traffic through their 
swine buildings to a 
minimum. Keeping. other 
people out of your hog barn 
may save you a lot of 
problems with your swine 
herd in the long run. , 
+++ 

Frequent watering and 
monthly fertilizing are the 
keys to keeping beautiful 
hanging baskets. 

Baskets hanging under 
eaves do not benefit from the 
extra moisture of dew or. 
light rain. Sun shining on the 
sides of the containeer 
warms the soil and speeds up 
evaporation of water from 
the soil. Breezes surrounding 
the plant and container 
cause more evaporation 
from hanging plants than 
plants close to the ground or 
among other plants. All 
these-factors make it tough 


for you to keep these baskets 
lush and green. 

The best way to’ water 
hanging baskets is to soak 
them in a tub of water or the 
kitchen sink for a few 
minutes to thoroughly wet 
the soil, pot and mogs. Drain © 
for a few minutes and 
rehang. In sizzling hot 
weather this may be: three 
times a week, or maybe _ 
every day. Watch the plant 
closely to detect early sta; 
of wilt. Your plants will do 
best if you can dip the plants 
before the plants show this 


.first stage of wilting. 


When it’s impéssible to dip 
the basket in order to water — 
it, then water gently from 
the top with a sprinkler head - 
attached to the hose. Add 
enough water to cause some 
leakage out of the bottofn. 
Water again just as the first 
wilting symptoms appear. 

Fertilizing every month is 
the final ingredient to 
beautiful hanging baskets, 
Use a house plant fertilizer 
solution.. Follow their 
recommendations. When 
watering from the top, add 
the solution with a watering 
can.

However, when Byron was defeated by 
Weber in November, Allen lost his 
assistant’s post and the Granite City police 
lost a convenient place to have felony 
charges authorized. 

Weber has gone back to Byron’s idea of 
.having a warrant office in Edwardsville 
and forcing the detectives to drive there 
for all felonies. The warrant office did not 
appear to have helped Byron’s record any 
and Certainly did not guarantee his re- 
election. 

Mr. Weber, we ask you to consider 
returning to either approval of felonies by 
telephone or establishing a local warrant 
office. Our experience is that most. Granite 
City detectives have as much or more 
experience in preparing cases for trial and 
evaluating evidence as most of the 
assistant state's attorneys. ‘True, they are 
not attorneys, but it used to work fairly 
well when the assistant state’s attorney 
Pointed out the legal ramifications on the 
phone while the police informed him of the 
strength of the cases and evidence. 

Now, more than ever before, the Granite 
City police and detective squad cannot 
spare the time to drive to Edwardsville. In 
June alone, the police and detectives 
cleared 178 major cases with 98 arrests. 
Many of these resulted in felony charges. 
Others may have, if a trip to Edwardsville 
had not been. required to authorize the 
felony. ; 

When the detectives have a full workload 
and an aggravated battery case can be 
handled either by a city charge or by a 
felony, the trip to Edwardsville can be the 
deciding factor in authorizing only a city 
charge. We are not accusing the detectives 
of being lazy — only’ of being practical 

We hate to see the police force being 
reduced and have fought against it 
editorially, but it appears the aldermen 
have won. Emergency services will be cut, 
along with non-emergency services. 

All we can hope is that the: period of 
personnel reductions will be brief, crime in 
the city will not rise drastically and other 
agencies and officials, such as State’s 
Attorney Weber will “bend over “back- 
ward” to help the Granite City police in 
every way possible during the. shortage. 


“Arbitrary limits on equipment can cost lives, dollars 


Wall Street Journal — On the evening of 
ea 24, 1981, Loraine S. Blake, for years a 
ashington, D.C., school. teacher, 
developed a severe headache. It was so 
. Severe that she and her husband became 
alarmed and called an ambulance. 

At 11:17 p.m. she reached the 
emergency room of the D.C. General 
Hospital. She remained conscious for 
several hours, then slipped into a coma, 
and died May 8. Now her widower, Oliver 
Blake, has won $240,000 in a suit against 
the D.C. government, which runs’ the 
hospital. 

Mrs. Blake wasn’t transferred to any of 
several hospitals equipped with 
sophisticated CAT-scanner x-ray equip- 
ment of the sort the federal government 
has been trying to stamp out as too costly. 

Such equipment would have allowed 
doctors to look quickly, and in great detail, 
inside Mrs. Blake’s head so they could 
have seen, located, and quite possibly 
relieved. the cerebral bleeding that killed 
her. 

This is the opinion of the chief 
neurosurgeon at George Washington 
University. It’s one with which the court 
concurred. 

Mr. Blake's lawsuit is an important one 


because now the courts can start getting - 


down to cases in examining the impact of 
federal regulation of hospitals’ capital 
investments. 

|D.C. General wanted a CAT-scanner. It 
knew it needed one because it has the 
busiest emergency room in the city (97,000 
visits in 1979). 
’ \CAT-scanners are especially crucial to 
emergency rooms because the machines 
are so useful in head injuries, and head 
injuries are the most dangerous kind of 
emergency cases. 

Unfortunately, the federal government 


has since 1974 been requiririg hospitals to 
obtain a certificate of need before making 
major capital expenditures, 

This certificate has to come from a so- 
called State health systems agency. The 
District’s version of such an agency to this 
day ‘hasn’t allowed D.C. General to pur- 
chase a CAT-scanner. (St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center, Granite City, has a 
scanner.) 

During the Blake case,. a witness was 

- brought in from the agency that decided , 
D.C. General didn’t need a CAT-scanner. 
The witness had a doctor’s degree, but it 
was a doctorate of government, not 
medicine. 

Any medical doctor familiar with CAT- 
scanners and emergency rooms and the 
fine points of head wounds would have 
been there explaining why it was crazy for 
the District's busiest emergency room not, 
in 1980, & have a CAT-scanner. 

The judge in the case ruled the’ jury 
couldn't find the hospital at fault because 
it lacked the equipment, only for failing to 
transfer Mrs. Blake to a hospital that did. 

We don’t wish to dispute the judge on the 
fine points of law. He may be right. But in 
one recent six-month period, eight persons 
died at D.C. General who might havé been 
saved had the hospital a CAT-scanner. 

It eems.tous that the real culprit here is 
a fegeral govenment that has forced upon 
stats a system that prevents hospitals 
from buying the sort of equipment the 
doctors think the hospitals need. 

This was done supposedly to’ save 
money. It has cost lives. 

And now, thanks to Oliver Blake, it 
might start costing states money, which 
we hope will prove the straw that breaks 
the back of the whole notion that the way to 
cut medical costs is to second-guess the 
hardware in hospitals.

Legislative Chairman - 
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The fear of crime 


By WILLIAM H: WEBSTER

There is afoot. throughout 
this country today a steadily 
growing and vocal concern 
of citizens for their personal 
safety. They long for the 
days When they could walk 
the streets of their neigh- 
borhoods in peace or attend a 
town meeting at night. 
Today many believe that 
travel to such activities is no 
longer safe. It is a justified 
concern. 

Not long ago, the FBI 
released the annual report 
on crime for 1979 that 
reflected ‘a 9.1 percent in- 
crease in the numbers of 
violent crime. That is 
aggravated assault, rape, 
murder and similar violent 
activity. And, in the first six 
months of 1980, violent crime 
was up another 10 percent 

‘over the same period of the 
year before. 

But there exists more than 
concern; Many Americans 
are now griped in the fear of 
crime. In many urban areas, 
that fear is dramatically 
altering the way of life for 
individuals. But rural areas 
are also experiencing crime 
almost unknown a few years 
ago. 

All of this was detailed in a 
recent report called the 
Figgie Report on Fear’ of 
Crime. Some of you may 
have seen it; if not, I cer- 
tainly recommend it to you. 
It was a study on the effect of 
crime; and the first volume 
had to do with the fear of 
crime. It was found that 
today a majority of citizens 
in large cities live in fear of 
crime. The majority of our 
citizens ‘now have guns in 
their homes, and many even 
go out of their way to dress 
plainly so that they will not 
draw attention to themselves 
in the street, z 

There are really three 
choices for a community: in 
this situation — people in 

fear. Some people move 
away — to where it’s a little 
safer. Others spend money 
on their personal protection 
and; on protection for their 
property. And others band 
together collectively as a 
community to do something 
about it. We are seeing more 
and more of fhat around the 
country today, Isam pleased 
to say. 

We are seeing other levels 
of violence beyond the kinds 
of crime that I have talked to 
you about — murder, rape, 
aggravated assault, crimes 
in intimidation and ex- 
tortion. 

One that comes to mind: in 
late summer, 1980, a large 
bomb was rolled into a hotel 
casino at Stateline, Nevada, 
in the Lake Tahoe area. 
Three million dollars was 
demanded as the price of 
information on how to 
remove the bomb. The notes 
acknowledged that ‘‘the 
creator’ — he called himself 
“the creator’ — could not 
disarm the bomb, but he 
could tell them how to get it 
out safely. Any kind of 
angulation or tipping of the 
bomb would cause it to-go off 
unless properly managed; 
and there were about 15 
different toggle switches — a 
very sophisticated —in- 
strument. 


Several hundred pounds of * 


explosives were detonated 
using laser devices in a futile 
attempt on our part to defuse 
the bomb. We did it with the 
knowledge and consent of the 


owner of the hotel, after 
everyone had been 
evacuated and there was no 
risk to life. Had we done it 
any other way, I am satisfied 
that the risk would be quite 
high that. anyone handling; 
the bomb would be killed. 

We are seeing instances in 
which bombs are placed on 
board airplanes in baggage 
containers, or they go off as 
baggage is being unloaded. 
Recently, the president of 
one of our largest airlines 
was injured when a. let- 
terbomb delivered to him 
exploded. i 

The explosion in Stateline, 
Nevada, using an ordinary 
explosive, went up three 
stories and dug:a hole 60 feet 
into the ground when it went 
off. If we think of the 
potential for nuclear ex- 
tortion in a large city, such 
as the problem all too 
realistically ‘depicted in the 
current bestseller, The Fifth 
Horseman, we realize that 
we have major problems on 
our hands today, 

Organized crime is being 
recognized today as the 
serious problem it is. We 
treat it as one of our top 
investigative priorities 
because it’s costing the 
American people billions of 
dollars every year — ac- 
cording to Forbes magazirie, 
as much as $150 billion in 
1979. 

These are some of the 
costs that attach themselves 
to organized crime: 

— Graft and corruption 
help undermine our civic, 
judicial, and legislative. 
functions. 1 

— Labor racketeering 
siphons money from union 
pension and welfare funds 
and deprives the members of 
fair representation. 

— Major theft operations 
drive up® the cost of con- 
sumer products and increase 
insurance premiums, 
Activities such as 
cigarette smuggling cost the 
Treasury millions of dollars 
a year in lost tax revenues, 
thus impacting on the ability 
of the government to provide 
badly needed government 
services for the public. 

The major strategy of 
organized crime is to get the 
“edge.” If they enter into a 
legitimate business — and 
this is now a common. 
practice — they don’t want to 
compete on equal footing. 

By undercutting the 
legitimate businessman, 
combined with all the 
predatory tactics I have 
mentioned, organized crime 
can have a monopolizing 
effect on a_ particular 
segment of the economy. 
And this has been our ex- 
perience. In all of these ways 
the quality of life in a 
community is diminished 

Because the leadership of 
organized crime is ‘well 
insulated, we are employing 
an approach that includes 
long-term investigations and 
the use of such sensitive 
techniques as selected -in- 
formants, undercover 
operations, and court 
authorized wiretaps. 

The long-term _in- 
vestigation helps us un- 
derstand how these 
organizations work and who- 
controls them. These 
techniques make it possible 
to get around the secrecy, 
loyalty, and fear-induced 
silence that protect 
organized crime. Fe 

Our approach is beginning’ 
to produce results. In fiscal 

€ 


year 1980, our investigations 
led to 597 convictions of 
organized crime members. 
At the end of that same 
period, there were 782 
organized crime members 
and associates awaiting 
adjudication. Many of these 
convictions and pending 
cases involved major 
organized crime figures. r 

On November 14, 1980, the 
entire ruling hierarchy of the 
Los Angeles organized crime 
family was convicted of 
racketeering and extortion 
charges, This case was - 
initiated with the assistance . 
of an informant who had 
close contact with the fam: i 
leadership. He put these 
individuals in contact with 
an FBI undercover tion 
that operated under a front 
Pornography business... 

On November 21, the boss 
of one of New York’s 
organized crime families 
was convicted of 
racketeering, racketeering 
conspiracy, and conspiracy 
tocommit bankruptcy fraud. 

Ihave catalogued some of 
the problems that are havi 
a debilitating effect on our 
lives. These are chall 
that confront the FBI and al 
law enforcement in the days. 
immediately ahead of us.’ 
But citizens have respon- 
sibilities too. .This is a 
community problem. 

As citizens, we should 
continue to speak out against 
those who for too long -have 
been doing us out of too 
much. You must provide the 
tools for effective law en- 
forcement within your 
communifies and insist upon 
the highest level of 
professional performai 
Haye no doubt about it — 
your law enforcement 
agencies will respond to the 
trust and responsibility you 
repose in them, i 

An effective | law. en- 
forcement system, 
aggressively pursuing those 
who create violence, sen- 
sitive to the constitutiona’ 
protected rights of ai 
citizens, and supported aad 
trusted by the community it 
serves, can deal with _

Seek better tax timing 


‘Tax bills would be based +

walking task that faces James Barton, 
‘Madison County supervisor . of

© 1. Some mechanism must be found to 
speed up the assessment and taxation 
process so that governmental agencies 
can reduce the borrowing that they do 
to meet operating costs. 

Aided by \new state legislation, a 
speed-up may be accomplished, not in 
time for the summer 1981 collection, but 
perhaps by the 1982 collection. 

2. Barton also must help provide a tax 
base ‘big enough to meet local govern- 
iments’ revenue needs. This is essential, 
not only because it is important that the 
agencies function effectively, but also 
to keep on good terms with the elected 
officials who|appoint—and confirm the 
appointment of—assessment officers., 

3, And he |must keep taxpayers as 
happy as possible, in order to limit their, 
dissatisfaction with government. This’ 
is best accomplished—to.the degree he 
fan achieve it—by holding assessments 
to a reasonable leyel and by assuring 
uniformity in the way property 
valuations are determined. 

To help make governmental financial 
ends meet without excessive taxation of 
any one individual or family or com- 
pany, Barton) seeks to keep the whole 
property tax) process viable through 
Temedial steps when needed, including 
legislation. | 

For example, ih the 1970s, Barton 
played an active ‘role in encouraging 
what he considered responsible 
Springfield action while the General 
Assembly was endeavoring to 
“modernize farm assessments. 

One potential [provision that he 
Succeeded in altering would have 
,exempted homes situated‘on farmland. 

Entire subdivisions of tax-free homes 
might have been developed in 
agricultural areas, he feared, if such a 
big taxation loophole had been created. 
The result would|have been an ex- 
cessive burden on the non-farm tax 
base. | 

Farm taxation again was the subject 
of legislation inthe 1981 General 


Assembly session that ended June 30. 
Lawmakers approved a new formula 
for assessing farmland, based mainly: 
on productivity rather than the market 
value of farmland. 

Barton had a ‘lower profile’ during 
the latest legislative session but 
nevertheless took an active interest in 
the Springfield deliberations. His chief 
critics are farmers who' are unhappy 
with their assessments and have for- 
med an Eastern Madison. County 
Organizing Committee, 

Another key item of state legislation 
‘enacted this spring and summer is 
aimed at ending delays in the com- 
pilation and mailing of annual real 
estate tax bills. 

Effective next year, the bill provides 
for township assessors to use duplicate 
tax books from the previous year on 
which to base their new valuations, 
instead of waiting for ‘county 
assessment - protest heaciigs to be 
completed. 

This may enable the assessors’ to 
start work in January and complete 
their assessments by . mid-April, 
sponsors of the legislation-believe. The 
sponsors include State Rep. Sam Wolf 
of Granite City. 

Such a speed-up could set the stage 
for county hearings to begin by June. 
Final figures then would be established 


‘ once the protests had been heard and 


-acted ‘upon, with both sets of books 
made. identical. 

Instead of_ county-level assessment 
tasks lasting from about October to 
June, it is hoped to advance this to 
June-January or. June-February 
timing.. Computations, billing and 
collection then could take place in the 
spring instead of the late summer or 
early fall. 

Cities end their fiscal years in April, 
and school districts finish their years in 
June. The earlier they can receive new 
taxes, the less necessity they will have 
for anticipating the following year’s 
taxes to meet year-end costs. 

The less borrowing they-have to do, 
the more they can avoid paying interest 
costs—a saving for taxpayers. 

The Finance. Committee of the 
Madison County Board also has been. 
considering allowing initial property 
tax -billings to. be done through a 
“partial payment” method.

If Francis is replaced, his successor 
will have to be a Democrat, since that 
party by its majority status is entitled 
to two of the three seats. 

Four more Madison County residents 
were certified as eligible for ap- 
pointment to the Board of Review after 
passing a state examination June 30. 
The test was administered’ by the 
Illinois Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs. 

Those passing were Mrs. Shirley 
Voegele of Granite City, ‘John E. 
Schuck of Marine and James Whitt of 
Edwardsville, all Democrats, and 
Roger O. Schubert of Alton. Schubert 
voted Republican in the last primary 
election after casting Democratic 
ballots in earlier primaries.

benefits associated with any 
proposed state en- 
vironmental _ regulations.

The overflows act 
as safety valves during 
storms, releasing storm 
water and sanitary wastes 
that otherwise might back up 
into basements or streets. 

Illinois law requires. that 
combined sewer contents 
and overflows be treated to 
protect water quality. To 
meet the standards, com- 
munities may need to install 
separate sanitary and storm 
sewers, enlarge sewage 
treatment facilities or 
construct systems to carry 
sewer overflows to treat- 
ment plants. 

There have been numerous 
complaints that such 
projects are inordinately 
expensive and that the cost 
will reduce the amount of 
funds available for other 
pollution control efforts. 
State law originally set 1975 
as the deadline by which 
most communities were to 
have met the standards, but 


delays have been allowed 
because of the difficulty in 
obtaining needed. funding. 


Some 1.2 million residents 
or 22. percent of the staté’s 
population outside Cook 
County are served by 
combined sewers, the study 
team found. The affected 
communities range in size 
from a few hundred people 
up to populations of 83,000. 


It was estimated that 
construction costs for the 
affected communities would 
total at least $476 million, 
and annual operating costs 
would exceed $72 million. 


The communities them-. 
selves would have to provide 
at least 25 percent of the 
needed funds with the state 
and federal governments 
providing the remainder 
under current en- 
vironmental funding 
programs.

James R. Thompson 
has signed into law 
legislation authorizing multi- 
office banking in Illinois

leaves office Aug. 1. 


Lt. Governor Dave O’Neal, 
Thursday announced he will 
Tesign from office Aug. 1. 

During a news conference 
in. his hometown _ of 
Belleville, O’Neal stated he 
was considering several 
Offers.from private business, 
and expects to accept one of 
the offers soon. 

“It was in 1970 I began my. 
tenure in ‘public service, by 
being elected sheriff of St. 
Clair County. Then in 1976 I 
was elected Lieutenant 
Governor on the ticket with 
Jim. Thompson.:.I was -re- 
elected in 1978. I’ve enjoyed 
™my 11 years in public ser- 
vice.” 


“I feel that I have met the 
challenges the ‘office of 
Lieutenant Governor now 
offers. It is-a confining job. I 
have offered to Governor 
Thompson. my _ recom- 
mendations.for changing and 
expanding the functions of 
the office. 

“Rather than accepting a 
salary for a job that needs to 
be restructured in order to 
be viable,- and because of 
family preference, I have 
decided {o resign as 
Lieutenant Governor, ef- 
fective August 1, 1981. 

The Illinois Constitution 
incudes no. provision for 
replacing ‘a lieutenant 


governor who leaves office 
before his term expires. The 
programs and projects 
handled by the lieutenant 
governor’s office are ex- 
pected to be taken over by 
other government — depart- 
ments. 

The lieutenant governor’s 
duties currently include 


chairmanships of the Illinois’ 


Council on Coal Develop- 
ment, the Illinois Abandoned 
Mined Lands Reclamation 
Council, the operation of two 
Senior Action Centers, and 
sponsorship of the Senior 
Legislative Forum. 

O’Neal’s term expires in 
January, 1983.
